ALUMNUS

DEAN OF ARTS

Rev. Dr. Russell Breen has been ap- 
pointed Dean of Arts at Loyola College, 
it was announced today by Rev. Gerald 
MacGuigan, S.J., Chairman of the Col- 
lege’s Board of Trustees. 


This was the first senior administrative 
appointment at Loyola following the set- 
ting up of a special Search Committee 
composed of four students, four professors 
and four administrators elected by their 
respective groups. Father Breen, 45, a 
Loyola alumnus, joined the College's 
teaching staff in 1968 following doctoral 
studies at the Université de Strasbourg, 
France, where he received his degree 
in Religious Sciences. Previously he ob- 
tained graduate degrees at Fordham 
University in New York and at Universite 
de Montréal. 


A native of Montreal and a priest of 
the archdiocese, Father Breen was Chap- 
lain of the Newman Centre at McGill 
University from 1951 until 1965 and is 
former national Chaplain of the Canadian 
Federation of Newman Clubs. He has 
been Acting Dean of Arts at Loyola since 
January of this year. Besides his teach 
ing duties at Loyola and his ecumenical 
work in Canada, Father Breen is a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the 
Conseil Presbytéral de |'Archdiocése de 
Montréal. 


ALUMNI 
DIRECTORS 
REQUEST 
SEAT WITH 
TRUSTEES 


In a letter dated August 31, 1970, 
followed by a formal submission on Sep- 
tember 16, 1970, the President of the 
Board of Directors, Bob Beauregard, has 
officially requested that the Alumni body 
as an integral part of the Loyola Com- 
munity be represented on the Loyola 
Board of Trustees. 


“We firmly believe”, stated the brief, 
“in the concept of a Loyola community 
comprising students, faculty, members of 
the administration, trustees, and alumni. 
The tie that binds our membership to 
Loyola exists by definition of the word 
Alumnus .. . the size of our membership 
adds to the argument that the Associa- 
tion's application warrants serious con- 
sideration. 


“Alumni are keenly aware of and in- 
terested in the development of Loyola 
and the role this institution can play in 
education. With knowledge of Loyola's 
past, a tie with the present and a Vital 
concern for the future, alumni are pre 
pared to become intimately involved in 
the campus’ commitment to higher educa- 
tion. 


‘Our request is not without precedent. 
Canadian and American institutions of 
higher learning have recognizedandcon- 
tinue to recognize in increasing numbers 
the role alumni can play in the growth 
of the university community. The presence 
of alumni on important campus bodies 
is becoming an accepted part of reality. 
We encourage that this principle be 
adopted at Loyola.” 


The brief requested the presence of one 
voting member on the Board of Trustees 
iterating at the same time that the Board 
of Trustees should be kept limited in its 
numbers to ensure a high degree of effi- 
ciency within that body. 


Although members of the alumni body 
now sit on the Board of Trustees they do 
so as civilians and not as representatives 
of the Alumni as a whole. The brief also 
stated that if the traditional interest and 
support of the Alumni body wereremoved 
that Loyola of Montreal's commitment to 
education would be seriously prejudiced.
